1. The budget, has rightly been 
called the “Share the Wealth Bud- 
get,” as over 40 per cent of the total 
expenditures will be in the form ot! 
grants and loans to Municipalities 
and schools, together with substan- 
tial amounts to health and welfare. 

2. Highways, both main and dis- 
trict, will see the largest amounts 
ever spent. I did expect to have 
the totals of municipal grants tor 
the Didsbury constituency this 
week, but as these are not yet avail- 
able, I can assure you that they will | 
be considerably incieased. 

3. Liquor act — this was the most 
controversial Act of all and saw the 


new Act much as it was, with only| FoR SALE 


a few changes for easier adminis- 
tration. Pq 

4. Rural electrification, a new 
policy is adopted whereby a mem- 
per of a Rural Electrification As- 
sociation can obtuin power by pay- 
ing $150 cash and a loan of the 
balance over a period of ten yeays 
at 344 per cent. 

If any further information is re- 
quired 1 shall be glad to meet any 
of my people at a future date, as it 
would be impossible to list all the 
legislation in the 128 bills passed, in 
this weekly letter.

A timely note from R. L. Pharis. 
supervisor, crop improvement serv- 
ice, follows: 


Vega Barley 

This barley is not licensed in 
Canada and entered this country il- 
legally. Had it been tested at the 
university or experimental farms 
it would not have been released to 
contaminate malting barley areas 
As it was imported, grown and dis- 
tributed by farmers without the 
knowledge of the above institu- 
tions, they were not aware of the 
problem until it was brought to 
their attention by farmers. 

This barley is not of malting 
quality, yet in grain lots it cannot 
be distinguished from Olli, a high 
quality malting barley. It does 
not stand up as well in the field as 
Olli, Newal or Vantage. It does not 
yield as well as the feed barleys 
and is later than Olli, yet yields no 
more. Its production in a malting 
barley area will be highly detrimen- 
tal to the sale of malting barley. 

If you are planning on sowing 
Vega barley, or any barley of which 
you do not Know the variety name. 
you are well advised to sell this 
grain or feed it. and buy good seed 
of recommended varieties — Olli 
for malting or feed, and Newal or 
Vantage for feed. Vega barley 
cannot make you as much money 
as the recommended feed varieties. 
If you are in a malting area and 
sell malting barley frequently, or 
even occasionally, then Vega bar- 
ley can cause you considerable loss.

Canadian companies should be 
doing far more on their own re- 
search instead of relying on in- 
dustry in the United States and 
Britain, says The Financial Post. 

Due to our very much smaller 
production and home market, it 
would hardly be possible for Cana- 
dian industry to conduct all its own 
research, even if this were desir- 
able. In many cases the cost would 
be prohibitive. But we can lean 
dangerously far in the other direc- 
tion. 

For obvious reasons Canadian 
needs and tastes are identical with 
those of American or British con- 
sumers and it should be good busi- 
ness as well as good Canadianism 
to cater to those special require- 
ments. Only in a very few fields 
are we turning out a product that 
is distinctively Canadian. There 
must be improvement here or we 
will find ourselves a mere imitation 
ef another nation.

Kill those gophers: I notice that 
the gophers have come through the 
winter in fine style.
